The  principal  factor  affecting  tlio  Public  Health  v^as  the 
deficiency  of  housing.  The  Councii  continued  their  active  policy 
of  preparation  for  the  building  of  houses  on  the  largest  possible 
scale  vvitliin  the  restri  ctions  of  planning  and  of  the  green  belt^  and 
good  progreso  was  made  in  the  provision  of  temporary  houses.  During 
the  year  156  prefabricated  bungalows  were  completed,  AccommocLation 
for  95  families  v^a,..  provivieo.  in  houses  raquisitioneci  by  the  Council 
and  20  army  huts  were  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  housing, 

211  families  irere  provided  with  impioved  accommoc ation.  The  pro- 
gramme of  building  prepared  by  the  Councii  will  go  far  toward  satisfy- 
ing the  needs  of  the  district  an^.  vi/111  help  some  less  fortunate  local 
authorities  to  relieve  their  diliiculties  by  the  provision  of  land. 

Au  tne  end  of  tne  year  the  first  of  tne  oouncix's  permanent  houses 
was  near  compietion 

The  general  health  of  the  community  ',.as  good.  The  general 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  lemainee  Iovj, 

Tne  birtn  rate  wa..  higher.  The  dcatn  rata  was  lower.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  halved  to  trie  low  rate  of  ip  per  1^000 
live  births.  There  was  no  maternaa.  death. 

The  .^anitary  w'ork  of  tne  district  'was  efficiently  carried 
out  unc-.er  uhe  direction  of  the  Chief  oanitary  Inspector  (Mr , J , W.  Gale) 
wiio  ha^  also  made  a most  valuable  contribution  to  the  progress  of 
housing^  and  in  the  administration  of  the  Civil  Ambulance  ‘Service, 

The  Vi/ater  su^n^ly  'the  district  maintained  a liigh  standard 
of  chemical  and  bacteriological  ;..urity,  mifective  control  by 
cliLorina'tion  and  daily  sampling  was  continued. 

The  Council's  Civil  Ambu^uance  continued  to  pro\/ide  a 
satisfactory  service, 

I thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  advice  and  assist- 
ance during  the  year  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  close  co-operation.

The  area  is  suppliea  with  v/ater  for  o.oraGStic  purxjosss  from 
the  deep  wexls  of  tne  Sutton  District  l/>idter  Company  and  of  the 
East  Surrey  Yyater  Company  The  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees 
or  less  of  hardness.  Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for 
examination  by  their  consultant  analysts  at  monthly  intervals. 


The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  have  their  o\an  laboratory 
at  the  button  v^orms^  vfnere  samples  of  water  from  all  their  vugIIs 
are  examined  daily  by  their  chemist  ana  bacteriologist.  Routine 
samples  are  taken  by  the  District  Councils  in  the  area  of  supply 
at  monthly  intervals.  Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of 
supply.  The  supply  has  been  satisiactory  in  quality  ana  quantity 
during  the  year.

In  tne  Urban  District  there  are  eight  houses  Vi/ithout  piped 
water  supply.  In  six  of  these  cases,  water  lor  domestic  purposes 
is  obtained  by  the  occupiers  from  tiie  nearest  available  piped 
supply,  in  one  case  th.j  supply  is  by  means  ox  an  underground 
rainv/ator  storage  tank  ana  in  tne  remaining  water  is  obtained 
from  a deep  v^eli  on  1:110  premises. 

The  circumstances  of  tne;£  houses  were  fully  considered  by 
the  Council  in  1945j  m roipara  to  tne  provisions  oi  the  Rural 
Water  supplies  and  so'.jerage  Act,  Ip'll. 


Drainage  anu  Sevvorage. 

The  Parishes  of  Bansteaa,  Walton-on-the-Hill  anu  Woodmansterne 
are  provided  with  setters.  There  are  no  sewage  disposal  Vi/'orks 
w'ithin  tile  Urban  District.  A portion  of  the  sewers  aischarge  by 
gravitation  to  the  Croydon  Borough  Disposal  Works  via  the  sewers 
of  Coulsdon  and  Purley  UDC  ano  the  remainder,  by  means  of  two  _ 
Pumping  Stations  in  the  District,  discharge  to  the  Sutton  and 
Cheam  Borough  Disposal  works. 
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A scnGme  for  main  drainage  of  the  Parishes  of  Chipstoad 
and  Kingswood  v/as  prepareo.  pre-ivar  ana  tenders  obtained  in  19t9« 
The  work  was  postponed  after  the  coniuiencement  of  the  w'ar^ 
follovj'ing  consultation  nth  the  Ministry  of  Healtho  The 
commencement  of  work  on  this  scheme  was  the  subject  of 
corresponaence  vmth  the  Ministry  of  Health  auring  1946^  resulting 
in  further  postponement o 

Approximately  there  are  1240  cesspools  in  use  in  the  urban 
District  of  which  1050  are  in  the  parishes  of  Chipstead  and 
Kingswood.  In  view  of  the  many  consiGorations  involved  by  the 
presence  of  a large  number  of  cesspools  in  the  District  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  that  the  proposed  scheme  of  sewerage  and 
drainage  should  be  given  a iiigh  priority.

0v;ing  to  increase  in  the  number  of  cesspools  requiring 
emptying^  there  is  difficulty  particularly  during  rainy  periods 
in  maintaining  the  emptying  service  satisfactorily.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  for  the  eradication  of 
bed  bugs. 


Cleansing  of  Persons. 

Temporarily  the’  Cleansing  Station  of  the  Sutton  and  Cheam 
Borough  Council  is  used.  Arrangements  have  been  agreed  by  tho 
C-..'Uncil  for  the  provision  of  a Cleansing  Station  in  the  DiS'trict 
to  be  situate  at  tho  now  offices  to  be  erected  in  Chipstead  Read. 

47  cases  of  Scabies  vjoro  reported  during  the  year,  details  of 
treatment  being: - 

At  Cleansing  Stations  - 14  adults  28  Children. 

Home  Treatment  - 3 adults  2 Children. 

The  number  of  treatments  at  the  Cleansing  Station  was  108. 
Treatment  consisted  of  bathihg  and  application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate 
Emulsion  to  the  skin.  No  charge  is  made  for  this  treatment, 

18  cases  of  Head  lice  received  'treatment  at  the  Cleansing 
Station,  there  being  a total  of  38  treatments. 

The  hair  is  washed,  shampoped  and  thoroughly  combed,  followed 
by  application  of  Lothane  Oil.

The  arrangements  were  made  by  tho  Council  v^ith  the  assistance  of 
the  Local  Women ^s  Institute,  Specialist  Lecturers  vjere  provided 
by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education.

An  additional  lecture  was  arranged  on  request  from  the 
Banstead  Y^iung  Wives  and  Mothers  Group  and  this  took  place  on  July 
17th. 


Supply  of  Insulin. 

In  accordance  with  the  authorisation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
under  Circular  E734/1943,  the  cost  of  supplies  of  insulin  for  two 
diabetic  patients  resident  in  tho  Urban  District  was  defrayed  by  the 
Council  during  1946.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919.. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1945. 

Since  November  1944,  the  Council  have  had  delegated  powers 
under  the  Act  and  during  1946  the  progress  of  rats  and  mice 
destruction  continued  satisfactorily.  Details  of  the  work  are 
set  out  on  the  next  page. 

The  methods  of  destruction  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  are  adhered  to  with  successful  results.  The  disinfestation 
service  of  the  Council  is  available  to  occupiers  of  premises  on 
a chargeable  basis. 

Infestations  are  chiefly  of  a minor  character,  though 
numerous  in  number.  No  major  infestations  were  found  during  the 
year , 


Experience  shovjs  that  the  destruction  of  mice  is  a more 
difficult  operation  than  rats.  Poisoning  produces  the  best 
results  but  the  need  for  great  care  in  the  use  of  poisons  in 
buildings,  particularly  domestic  premises  limits  the  scope  of  this 
method , 

Follovjing  investigations  of  a severe  rat  infestation  of  a 
disused  lock-up  shop  forming  part  of  a block  of  dwellings, 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  ovmer  of  the  premises  for  the 
demolition  of  the  dilapidated  wooden  portion  of  the  lock-up  shop.

Nevertheless  as  time  passes^  the  condition  of  these  houses 
progressively  worsens  and  their  existence  should  not  be  tolerated 
any  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Increased  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  was  possible  with 
the  return  to  normal  of  staff.  58  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  in  comparison  with  33  samples  during 
1945. 


The  supply  as  a whole  was  reasonably  satisfactory,  but  there 
is  need  for  improvement  at  some  dairies  in  the  processing  and 
handling  of  milk  and  particularly  in  the  attention  given  to  clean- 
sing of  bottles.  Difficulties  of  dairymen  in  regard  to  staff 
and  the  supply  of  materials  and  equipment  have  been  recognised. 
There  is,  however,  some  lack  of  ajjpreciation  of  simple  hygienic 
precautions . 

Milk  is  an  easily  contaminated  article  of  food  and  the  provis- 
ion of  up-to-date  and  modern  equipmcntin  a dairy  is  not  by  itself 
a guarantee  that  the  milk  supply  will  be  satisfactory.  It  is 
essential  that  the  dairymen  and  the  staff  should  be  conversant 
with  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  bo  capable  of  putting  them  into 
operation.  To  attain  this,  careful  selection  and  tuition  of  the 
staffs  employed  in  the  handling  of  milk  is  necessary. 

An  important  factor  is  that  a dairy  should  have  sufficient 
space  in  proportion  to  the  business  carried  on.  Enlargement  of 
some  dairies  in  the  district  is  overdue  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  soon  be  possible  to  have  these  very  necessary  works  carried 
out . 


One  registered  dairyman  commenced  heat-treatment  of  his  milk 
supply  during  the  year  and  samples  of  the  milk  since  the  commence- 
ment of  this  operation  have  given  consistently  good  results,  a 
considerable  improvement  in  comparison  with  results  of  previous 
sampling  and  convincing  proof  of  the  value  of  properly  controlled 
heat-treatment .

symptoms  may  become  serious  in  24  hours  and  that  oven  in  immunised 
children  the  immunity  may  wanw  with  the  passing  of  years,  and  that 
insecure  defences  which  have  not  been  rcinferced  by  subsequent 
injection  may  bo  ponetrated  by  this  virulent  organism.  Diphtheria 
antitoxins  should  be  administered  by  medical  practitioners  on 
suspicion  of  infection  and  while  awaiting  bactL^riological  ceuf ii’ination 
of  the  diagnosis.  A scheme  is  in  eperation  for  the  supply  of 
antitoxin  to  medical  practitioners  free  of  charge  for  necessitous 
persons . On  the  request  of  a medical  practitioner,  suspected  cases 
can  be  admitted  to  isolation  hospital  for  close  observation  so  as 
to  avoid  delay  in  the  application  of  treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation:-  National  statistics  have  proved  that 
since  the  introduction  of  mass  immunisation  in  1940,  there  has  been 
a steady  decline  in  incidence  and  mortality  which  can  properly  be 
related  to  the  effects  of  immunisation.  It  is  now  considered 
desirable  that  babies  should  be  immunised  between  9 months  and  1 
year  of  age.  Research  on  immunity  has  shown  that  the  level  of 
immunity  is  high  after  primary  injection,  but  tends  to  decline  and 
may  become  ineffective  against  the  virulent  gravis  type  of  bacillus 
after  three  or  four  years.  The  response  to  a second  stimulus  by 
injection  is  rapid  and  immunity  can  bo  restored  quickly  to  a 
satisfactory  level.  The  ideal  formula  for  protection  is  for 
primary  injecrion  at  or  before  the  age  of  1 year,  a reinforcement 
injection  at  the  age  of  3 years -and  again  at  the  age  of  5 years, 
and  a final  reinforcement  at  tho  ago  of  8 to  10  y^ars. 

The  relative  infrequency  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  a healthy 
ssmi-rural  area  means  that  natural  immunity  produced  by  contact 
with  infection  is  almost  absent,  and  the  child  population  becomes 
highly  susceptible.  Intermittent  contact  with  urban  populations 
where  the  carrier  rate  is  higher  may  lead  to  acciduntal  infection 
if  artificial  immunisation  by  injection  and  reinforcement  is 
neglected . 


Fresh  air,  good  food  and  happy  homes  may  produce  children 
buoyant  in  h<-alth  aad  full  of  energy,  but  if  th^--  mechanism  for 
protection  against  infection  is  defective,  good  health  may  be 
quickly  undermined.  perfect  health  is  a combination  of  perfectly 
functioning  tissues  with  a highly  responsive  mechanism  of  protoction 
against  infection.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  offers 
protection  against  ope  of  the  most  dangerous  infectious  diseases. 
Arrangements  can  be  made  for  primary  or  reinforcement  injections  to 
be  given  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  nearest  clinic.

During  1946,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  246.  Of 
these , 215  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  31  were  over  five  years 
of  age.  158  children  were  immunised  at  the  ago  of  one  year  which 
represents  41^  of  the  children  born  in  1945,  111  children  received 

reinforcing  injections.  At  the  end  of  tho  y^ar  the  estimated 
number  of  children  in  thv^  district  immuijisod  against  Diphtheria 
was  4438,  representing  77%  of  tho  child  population.  Of  these, 

898  Wvjro  children  under  five  years  of  age,  a percentage  of  41 
and  3540  were  betue^n  five  and  fifteen  y^ars  of  ag^ , a percentage 
of  94  of  the  children  of  this  ago  group. 

Measles ; - Two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cases  were  notified, 
a decrease  of  forty-five  cases  from  the  previous  year. 

Thirty-three  cases  licvc  from  institutions.  The  disease  approached 
epidemic  proportions  during  the  latter  half  of  the  y^>ar.  The 
tendency  has  been  for  outbreaks  to  occur  every  second  year  with 
the  incidence  spread  over  a period  of  twelve  months  and  periods ^ 
of  quiescence  for- twelve  months.  The  case  rate  for  the  disuric 
was  7,54  per  1000  of  population  compared  with  3,92  per  1000 
population  for  England  and  IValcs,  The  case  rate  outside  institu 
ions  was  6.44  per  ICOC  of  population  and  for  the  London  area  was 
7;35  per  1000  of  population i There  was  no  death.

Tuberculosis. 


On  31st  December,  1946,  there  were  on  the  register  225  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  of  which,  180  were  pulmonary  cases  and  45  non-pulmonary 
cases . 


Twenty-five  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in 
1946,  compared  with  twenty- three  new  cases  in  1945,  Five  new  cases  of 
Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  compared  with  seven  in  1945, 

Txie  total  death  rate  for  Tuberculosis  in  1946  was  0.26  per  1000 
of  population,  compared  with  0.07  per  1000  of  population  in  1945,  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.54  per  1000  of  population.
